Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Potential amendments were discussed to better define the NO 
scrubber connected to the inlet, a flow regulator connected to the inlet for controlling an exhalation flow exhaled by the 
patient and specifying the flow to the sensor is lower than the rate of patient exhalation. Applicants state the cited prior 
art taught increasing the pressure of the sample and does not teach controlling the sample flow as contemplated by the 
instant invention.
